News of Hie ulsaster reached Vic- 
toria yesterday in a private dispatch 
received from the Arctic mining camp 
Via Valdez and the Alaskan cable. 'I'll..' 
Ohio, which is managed by Alfred 
Waterhouse Co., of Seattle, readied 
Cape Nome on Monday with tin' 
steamer Victoria, both vessels making 
a fust run from Seattle. The Ohio met 
with obstruction by ice and was dam- 
aged severely by the drift lee en- 
countered In Bering sea. From re- 
ports to hand she started to fill In 
consequence of her injuries and was 
run aground to save her from founder- 
ing in the open roadstead. 

The los.s of four lives, it is stated, 
was due to an accident to one of the 
tails when the boats were being low- 
ered, a boat's crew being spilled Into 
the chilly northern sea and four of 
the occupants were drowned. 

The roadstead, for there is no liar- 
bur at Cape Nome, is an exposed one, 
and steamers are obliged to lie several 
miles off shore owing to the shallow- 
ness of the water for two miles or more 
' opposite the city. At low water the 
j beach dries fur a considerable dls- 
| tance. Freight is landed by small 
; lighters and passengers are taken 
ashore In boats and small scows, from 
which in some instances, they are 
| landed by cradles swung from der- 
i ricks. 

Where the Ohio is aground she will 
be In danger in the event of heavy 
| weather as the place is exposed to the 
I full sweep of the sea. 

The Ohio is an iron screw four- 
masted steamer, with barking, built 
at the yards ot the Cramps, at Phil- 
adelphia, in 1S73. She is a vessel of 
IS.'ISS tons, with two decks and a spar 
deck, and is 3-13 feet long, lias 43 feel 
beam and 24.9 feet depth. Her en- 
gines were built by .1. Howden & Co.,

They gave 
good reasons for wanting to get rid 
of Peabody. .Moyer also had a feeling 
of personal enmity toward Peabody, 
Orchnrd said, blaming him for being 
the cause of his arrest. Orchard said 
Pettibone asked him to get a position 
as life insurance solicitor before going 
to Canyon City.

This was in November, 1 S30 ; but it 
was only the beginning of the tight, 
't'he new government was composed 
partly of old Whigs and new Radicals; 
but happily the new Radicals had the' 
drafting of the Reform bill. It was a 
drastic — almost a revolutionary — mea- 
sure. Fifty-nine boroughs were dis- 
franchised outright, and forty-seven 
lost one of their members. The vacant 
seals were distributed to the new 
towns. The Tories received the bill 
With shouts of laughter. Hut the Radi- 
cals were delighted; Hie reform party 
closed up lis ranks; and the bill, 
brought in mi March 1. passed Its sec- 
ond reading by a majority id' one. 

So far, so good. But it was clear that 
another dissolution was necessary, and 
b ii copper j the Reformers faced it cheerfully. The 
doped, of; Lords, divided in mind, tried to resist 
it, and obstructed the King's Commis- 
sioners in announcing the dissolution 
Plus made tlie King ungrv; be rushed 
lown to the House of Lords and broke 
in upon the wrangling, raging peers, 
his crown on his bead, although 
had never been crowned, and im- 
mediately dissolved parliament.

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SAFETY IN COAL MINES 

Alberta Inspector Examined by tho 
Coal Commission 

Coleman, Alta., Juno 11.— Elijah 
. | Heathcote, mine inspector for the dls- 
s- trlct running from Medicine Hat to 
- the British Columbia' boundary, and 
I from lilgh River .-jouth to the United 
States boundary, appeared before the 
coal commission today and discussed 
some of tlie criticisms of his inspec- 
tion of tlie mines. 

II,. denied that lie notified operators 
when he purposed inspecting a mine. 
He says thev never knew anything 
about his visit until he was right on 
tlie spot. In case anything happens 
in a mine lo prove that it is danger- 
ous, there is a lilt committee appoint- 
ed hs- the men to Inspect, and they 
can report to the Inspector when they 
finish. Mr. Heathcote inspects every 
mine in his district once every two 
months, and he takes from two to 
four and five days inspecting each 
mine. He also Investigated all air 
vents and other conditions and said' 
there was enough work- In his district 
for two nu n. He did not think any 
benefit would arise from posting a 
cpy of a report on a mine, which 
often ran as high as eight pages. Ho 
would he willing to fill in a printed 
form, as in British Columbia, and 
have it posted at the mine. Ills ex- 
perience in British Columbia proved 
that even a condensed report was sel-' 
dom read, hut Commissioner Hayson, 
who had worked at.

Testimony of the most valuable and 
important character supporting the pos- 
ition of those, who urge persistent 
agitation on tile part of the people of 
Vancouver island for the bridging of 
Seymour Narrows, Is to hand In an 
article in the London Times dealing 
with the proposed Newfoundland 
route to Canada, it seems a most ex- 
traordinary circui istance that such 
apathy should prevail here in regard 
to this matter at a time when experts 
In transportation are pointing out con- 
stantly that the great systems o£ the 
future will certainly he compelled to 
utilize those portions of the continent 
projecting farthest into the Atlantic 
and Paeilie oceans. Vancouver island 
Is the one point on the Pacific sea- 
board which is necessarily involved in 
the plans for Improving the great im- 
perial highway of the Empire. This is 
demonstrated by the arguments con- 
stantly presented by the greatest au- 
thorities in the world on t he subject 
of transportation. For instance. the 
article before us from the London 
Times, says, referring to the proposed 
Newfoundland route to Canada: "The 
proposal involves in the first place the 
establishment of a line of fast steam- 
ers running between a British port on 
the eastern shot./ of Newfoundland, 
the construction of a broad gauge line 
of railway across the colony, and a 
steamer service between .a port on 
the west and a Canadian port. 

Elaborate calculations have been 
made showing that a very appreciable 
saving of time wou'id lie effected be- 
tween this country anil all the great 
centres in Canada and the United 
States, and beyond to the Pacific oast, 
Australia, New Zealand ami Japan." 
Now, If in the foregoing excerpt Van- 
couver island is substituted for New- 
foundland, a striking analogy is pre- 
sented in respect to the strategic 
importance of the two places. In view 
of this, will we. be charged with 
dreaming dreams in saying:. that it is 
not in any sense inopportune to ask 
that the bridging of Seymour Nar- 
rows may be considered within the 
realm of practical things'.' We append

"There is a gratifying consensus of 
opinion that it is in the interest of the 
Empire that its different portions 
should, in the language of the resolu- 
tion unanimously adopted by the Im- 
perial Conference at its flnai sitting, 
"be connected by the best possible 
means of mail communication, travel, 
and transportation." It is, too, com- 
mon ground that the first and most Im- 
portant link of this imperial chain of 
communication connect Croat Britain 
with the Dominion of Canada. At first 
sight the most direct ami the most ob- 
vious means of forging this link ap- 
pears to be by the establishment of a 
fast service of steamers between a 
British and a Canadian port; but there 
is an alternative scheme, which, while 
leaving Great Britain and Canada at, 
file terminals of the chain, would, as 
its supporters claim, not only wit bout 
injury to either British or Canadian 
interests, but with positive advantages 
to both, Include Newfoundland, out 
Oidest colony, as an Integral part of 
the plan. There is reason to believe 
that this scheme was formally brought 
to the notice of the Home Government 
and of the Colonial Premiers by Sir 
Robert Bond, and its claims will, no 
doubt, meet with the fullest considera- 
tion at the hands of tile comittee of 
experts to whom Mr. Lloyd-George 
suggested that all the proposals put 
forward should be referred. In New- 
foundland the scb. .me has been fullv 
and exhaustive, v discussed in both 
Houses of the Legislature, and has met 
with tin; unanimous and enthusiastic 
support of the entire population 



the Newfoundland scheme involves a 
break in tho journey across the Atlan- 
tic. It is recognized that until the 
Uelic Isle Strait and Labrador route 
Is established the Newfoundland route 
cannot offer the same facilities for 
transportation as would a direct 
steamship route between a British and 
a Canadian port, and for that reason, 
Sir Robert Bond and his supporters 
at present confine their claim to pro- 
viding the best route for the convey- 
ance of malls and passengers. Elabor- 
ate calculations have been made, 
showing that a very appreciable saving 
of time would be effected between this 
country and till the great centres in 
Canada and the United States, and 
beyond to the Pacific coast, Australia, 
New Zealand, and Japan. These cal- 
culations will, no doubt, in due course 
be subjected to critical examination 
at the hands of the expert commis- 
sioners to be appointed by the homo 
and colonial governments.

The Times says that there Is no 
foundation for the statement that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurlcr "has opposed the case 
of British Columbia" as presented to 
the Colonial Secretary. The Colonist 
did not assert that he did. It said 
that if the claims of British Columbia 
| were not given consideration at the 
hands id' tlie Colonial Office it would 
he because <d' the Influence of Sir "Wil- 
frid Laurlcr, a statement which we 
have not the least hesitation In re- 
peating, because we are satisfied, as 
every man rn Canada Is satisfied, that 
if Sir Wilfrid should intimate to the 
Colonial Secretary that he was con- 
tent to have the subject inquired into, 
an inquiry would at once be ordered. 
Until we knew what disposition has 
been made of Mr. McBrlde's applica- 
tion we will be unable to say just in 
what direction the influence of tho 
Federal Premier has been exerted; but 
if the Times is correct in saving that 
he simply laid the resolution of the 
Canadian Parliament before that min- 
ister and exoressed a hope that effect 
would bo given to it, he has assumed 
an attitude of hostility to British Co- 
lumbia. The Associated Press tele- 
grains from London do not bear out 
the statement of the Times. They 
said that Mr. McBrlde had presented 
the case of tlie province to the Colon- 
ial Secretary and that Sir Wilfrid had 
replied on behalf of the Dominion. AVe 
assume that the Times has no other 
Information than this. If it lias it has 
carefully excluded it from Its col- 
umns. The Colonist is only able to 
take the view of the proceedings 
which is warranted by telegrams from 
disinterested press correspondence, 
and these convey the impression that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier has distinctly and 
specifically opposed Mr. McBrlde in 
seeking to secure something like a fair 
measure of Justice for this province, 
and if this is the case, and the Colon- 
ial Office refuses to Investigate the 
merits of the question, the only con- 
ceivable reason will be that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier has personally opposed 
Mr. McBride's application. We shall 
not be surprised If this proves to be 
the case. Sir Wilfrid Laurler's polit- 
ical future is in the hands of Quebec, 
and he dare not accord justice to 
British Columbia for fear that Quebec 
would demand an equivalent, and to 
comply with such a demand from the 
latter would be to invite tlie hostility 
of every one of the eastern provinces. 
This is the explanation of the word? 
"final ami unalterable" in the resolu- 
which he laid before the Canadian and 
now submits for the consideration of 
the British Parliament. British Co- 
lumbia is being sacrificed in order that 
Quebec may be kept in line. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier can offer one 
excuse for any unfairness which he 
may display towards this province. 
We an- represented at Ottawa by 
seven Liberals in the House of Com- 
mons ami two Liberals in tlie Senate. 
If either of these gentlemen has .at any 
time extended his hand in an effort to 
forward the interests of the province 
in this behalf there Is no evidence of 
the fact before the public.

IRELAND 



s of an armed conflict be- 
tween the peasantry and the police 
near Galvvay the other day cannot fail 
to prove most disquieting to tho best 
friends of Ireland. The cable dis- 
patch concludes with the statement: 
"The general sympathy of the masses 
Is with the people, even in the case of 
many public officials, which fact ties 
the government's hands." Perhaps It 
is unfair to charge, as does John Red- 
mond, that Great Britain's rule has 
proved ruinous to Ireland, but It can- 
not be controverted that Ireland pre- 
sents the only case where British pol- 
icy has failed to establish successful 
administration. An incident of recent 
occurrence has instilled Into the minds 
of many thoughtful persons who are 
opposed to Home Rule tho disturbing 
suggestion that perhaps they should 
in all honesty revise their convictions 
on that point. This was the grant- 
ing the full responsible government to 
the conquered Boers of South Africa, 
who promptly placed in the premier's 
chair one of the leaders of the Boer 
army during tile late war. Friends of 
Ireland can easily bo pardoned for tho 
belief that Great Britain would be tak- 
ing an Inconsistent attitude in refus- 
ing to regard the people of Ireland 
as equally worthy of trust as those 
who endeavored to tear down the Bri- 
tish flag In South Africa. The prob- 
lem of Ireland is a most complex one 
and we fancy we discern on the hori- 
zon indications which portend that 
Ireland and her grievances are to 
figure quite, largely in public discus- 
sion before very lung.

We 
do 'not know that there have been suf- 
ficient Instances of this nature to es- 
tablish a "habit," but we do know 
that there are some branches of tlie 
royal prerogative which the Governor*

All that the 
Colonist said in that connection was 
that Mr. McBrlde's credentials wen 
not Issued by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, as 
the Times had alleged, but by the 
Governor-General. As a matter of 
fact Sir Wilfrid Laurier was not in 
Canada when tlie credentials were is- 
sued, and was probably not consulted 
in any way about them. Hut there is 
more in this matter than a simple 
quibble. .Mr. McBrlde went to Lon- 
don to exercise th.. righl ef petition, 
which the British Constitution grants 
lo every man. This right no one, bo 
he premier <n- peasant, lias tlie right 
to obstruct. Mr. McBrlde did not have 
tf) go to Ottawa to obtain the right to 
carry the ease of the province to Lon- 
don. All that Ottawa could give him 
was something in the nature of a cre- 
dential. The representative of tlie 
crown in Canada Is the Governor- 
General, and the constitutional chan- 
nel through which a Canadian ap- 
proaches the crown is the Governor- 
General. No Canadian premier would 
presume to question this right, or to 
advise the Governor-General not to 
grant what we have called credentials 
for want of a better name. The rights 
of tlie subject are not yet so abridged 
by the Liberal party that It is only by 
the favor of tlie Premier of 
that anyffne may .approach th

PREPARE FOR INCREASED TRAFFIC 



Hosmer Mines Will Open Next Year 
and Extra Transportation Facil- 
ities Will be Required 



A great deal of money la being 
spent by the Canadian Pacific in im- 
proving the Crow's Nest Pass railway. 
In all probability the company will ex- 
pend $3,000,000 or more before the 
work on this exceedingly difficult 
route Is completed. During last year 
over half a million dollars was spent 
putting down new steel and ballasting 
on tlie Cranbrook and Sirdar sections, 
while this summer $iiii,0t't) more will 
be spent ballasting the Letllbrldge 
section. 

A cutoff near the Belly river grade 
is under consideration, which w ill re- 
duce thu grade from over 1 per cent 
to a maximum of ti per cent. This 
scheme Involves the construction of 
a million dollar bridge over the Belly 
river, which will replace thirty-live 
trestles and other structures, nineteen 
of which run from 100 to 1,000 feet in 
length and for 60 to 100 feet high, and 
which at present cost the company 
large sums annually for repairs. 

A new station will ho limit at frank 
this year at a cost of $3,000, while $30,- 
000 will be spent at Cranbrook in ex- 
tending the roundhouse and other im- 
provements. The whole line Is being 
put Into shape for very much more 
extensive traffic when the Crow's -N'es

Protesting his innocence and declar- 
ing that a small sum of money, which 
he had been convicted of stealing, was 
his own. Peter Hansen was led off 
of the police court yesterday morning 
to be taken to tho provincial Jail, there 
to servo a term of twelve months at 
hard labor. 

The charge against Hansen was that 
early Wednesday morning he did for- 
cibly enter the promises of Cho John, 
& Chinese, restaurant keeper adjoining 
the Roya4 Arms hotel, and steal $4. 
Joe Jim, a nephew of Cho John, was 
tile chief witness for the prosecution. 
Through an Interpreter lie told the 
court that he had locked up tho res- 
taurant about 1 o'clock and left lo go 
home. There was a one dollar bill, 
two silver dollars, some twenty-five, 
ten and live cent pieces in a drawer 
of the table when he left. After leav- 
ing the place ho heard a noise In the 
rear of the restaurant and ran 
through the hallway of the Royal 
Arms hotel to investigate ihe disturb- 
ance. He met Hansen coming away 
from the kitchen of the restaurant, 
and suspecting that he had stolen 
something, grappled with him and 
called for help. Hansen struck him 
on the forehead and threatened lo 
shoot him, bat he held on while the 
supposed thief made bis way out on 
to the street, and tried lo escape in 
the direction of Estiutmalt. Lin Chew 
came lo Joe's assistance and the sus- 
pect was held until a policeman ar- 
rived when he was taken to the police 
station. 

Lin Chew corroborated that part of 
Joe's evidence In which he figured and 
testified further that he had seen the 
accused loitering suspiciously around 
the rear of the restaurant about half 
an hour before the excitement com- 
menced. 

Th police ollicer gave evidence of 
making the arrest on the complaint of 
Joe Jim, and of having found on the 
prisoner a collection of money, cor- 
responding with the reported loss. 

Hansen was with. nit counsel and de- 
clined lo cross-examine any of the 
witnesses. When the case for the pros- 
ecution was closed he went into the 
witness box and said he would explain 
himself. He told a straight story 
which stood the test of a severe cross- 
examination. Ho said he had been at 
the restaurant earlier in the night, Had 
eaten something and had paid for it. 
He was on his way horn,' about 1 
o'clock in the morning and stopped 
again at the restaurant to get a sand- 
wich. There was a light In the kitchen 
of the place Which lie could see from 
but the front door was locked. lie 
had many times previously, gone Into 
Hie restaurant through the back door 
and thought he would do so again. He 
went through the hallway of the Royal 
Arms hotel, and found the kitchen 
door of the restaurant open, Ho put 
his head through the opening and 
called for Joe. He received no .reply 
and turned to leave when he was tack'- 
led by the Chinaman who had been the 
chief witness against him. He did not 
know what the trouble* was about 
until Lin Chew put in an appearance 
and then he was informed that he had 
stolen the Chinaman's moey. Ho de- 
nied the charge, and waited for the 
arrival of a policeman In order that he 
might explain. A policeman came along 
In a couple of minutes and arrested 
him. 

Under cross-examination Hansen 
said he was working In Bullen's ship 
yard until two months ago when he 
was sent nortli with the salvage crew 
to work on the wreck of the North- 
western. He returned to the city on 
Wednesday of last week and was paid 
off, receiving $157. He bought a new 
outfit of clothes, and proceeded to en- 
joy himself. He had been drinking a 
lot since he was paid off, but was able 
to remember everything lie had done, 
particularly on the night of bis .arrest. 
The money found on him when be was 
taken into custody was five dollars and 
some mill change, all he had left out 
of bis pay. 

Magistrate Hall said the evidence 
was conclusive against the accused 
and sentenced him to serve one year 
In the provincial jail. On hearing the 
sentence Hansen's eyes filled with 
tears. lb- point.-.! to the exl.il, it 
money en tb.- clerk's desk, and said, 
"that money i« mine ; I am not a thief; 
I work bard for my living, and 1 do 
not have to steal; somebody may 
have robbed the ( 'hlnaman, but I did 
not." 



Oil CHARGE OF THEFT 



Former Employee of Montana 
Restaurant Accused of 
Robbing Till

A Chinaman was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on suspicion of being the 
person who entered the Montana res- 
taurant, in the vicinity of the Outer 
wharf, on Monday night and stole the 
contents of the cash drawer, amount- 
ing to about $90. The prisoner is 
known by the name of Hop. 

Hop was a dishwasher In the res- 
taurant and on Tuesday when an In- 
vestigation of the robbery was going 
on he suddenly disappeared from the 
premises, leaving some of his clothes 
behind him. Yesterday afternoon, 
wlnle Tom Goldsmith, proprietor of 
the restaurant, was touring China- 
town, In company witli Detectives 
Palmer and Perdue, Hop was observed 
coming out of a store. As the officers 
approached him Ho], drew a sack! 
from under his coat and attempted to 
pass it to another Chinaman who \»ns! 
»'hli him. 'I'll.- transfer was inter- 1 
rupted and the detectives took charge 
of th,. sack, which was found to con- i 
tain about. $7n in .-liver, corresponding 
ivlth tile money that had been stolen. I 

'I'iie Chinaman was taken to police 
headquarters, where Mr. Goldsmith 
identified one of the silver pieces as I 
a coin lie. had deposited in the cash' 
drawer on the evening of the robbery. 

Mr. Ooldsmlth ami lbs wife, who live 1 
above the restaurant .were away from 
home on Monday night and the res- 
taurant was locked. A window of 
Mrs. Goldsmith's bedroom was left 
open and entrance was effected 
through tills by means of a ladder. 

Hop will appear before Magistrate 
Hall this morning for a preliminary 
hearing of the case.

"What are you crazy about?" asked 
the chief. 

"1 don't know; I am simply crazy, 
and if 1 am not put into an asylum 
right away I am afraid I will do my- 
self some harm," was the reply. 

Tho chief advised the troubled man 
to go out into the fresh air and take 
a walk, suggesting that th" brother 
should acompany him. 

The two men went out, and the one 
who claimed the distinction of being 
Insane crossed tin- street and perched 
himself on a fence while the other 
kept ,,n walking. It was afterwards 
learned that he went in search of a 
doctor. 

When he bad rested on the fence for 
about an hour Harworth returned to 
the chief's office and stated that he 
was becoming crazier all the time. The 
chief gave him temporary accommo- 
dation in <|tiarli rs where he could not 
harm himself, and informed the citv 
health officer. Dr. Robertson, of the 
case. 

Yesterday Ills. Robertson anil Hart 
held an examination and came t,, the 
conclusion that the man's claim to In- 
sanity was justified. They commit- 
ted him lo tin- asylum at. New West- 
minster. 

Harworth came to Canada from 
England ahuiii two years ago and lias 
spent most of thai time on a home- 
sleud in Alberta v\ ith bis brother. They 
led a lonesome life that was not u 1th- 
nui disappointments, which is believed 
t,, have I., en responsible for Henry 
William's loss of reason

Is Most Satisfactory — Mexi- /

The council of the Board of Trade 
held a lengthy session yesterday morn- 
ing, when some Important matters 
came up for discussion, Including the 
unsatisfactory condition of the Car- 
manah telegraph line. Very serious 

complaints reached the 1 "d a month 

ago, from which it appears that even 
when the line Is in working order it 
is impossible to keep up connection in 
consequence of Inattention by the op- 
erator at this end. The present ar- 
rangements arc for operating the line 
through the C. 1'. R. office, and, of 
course, there are Limes when that of- 
fice is closed to the public, but there 
is a further disadvantage of being un- 
able to secure attention during oflice 
hours. In case of a wreck on the 
coast It would simply bu Impossible to 
report. 

li was understood that arrangements 
an \vcll$»ndcr way for a proper coast 
patrol, iircludi'.-ig an Improved tele- 
graph service, but, in comjquence of 
the magnitude of this work, it will 
take months to complete, and what the 
board desires is that the most should 
be made of existing facilities, which 
includes an alternative line of tele- 
graph from Cape Beale and Carmanah, 
and linemen to see that the telegraph 
wires are kept in order, a fair ineas- j 
lire of security could be immediately | 
obtained by removing the operation I 
of the service from the C. P. li- of- 
tices and appointing government up- | 
orators in Victoria and Nanaimo. 

This course has been urged upon 
the minister of public works at Otta- 
wa. A reply to the board's communi- 
cation advises that it has been "re- 
ferred to the deputy minister of the 
department, with a request to look 
carefully into the representations con- 
tained therein." 

This matter was referred back lo 
the special committee to again urge 
upon the department the cancelling of 
'the present arrangements for opera- 
ling the line by the C. P. R. and plac- 
ing"it in charge of Dominion govern- 
ment operators.

feels that recent events have given her 
a practical knowledge which the con- 
ference cannot fail to recognize and 
her delegates are expected to assume 
a prominent place in any such dis- 
cussions. In tin; main, however, Japan 
feels that as far as she i.s concerned 
The Hague conference is principally 
of importance in the opportunity il af- 
fords to emphasize her position in in- 
ternational affairs. 

.Madrid, June 11. — With tin- present 
intimate relations between the gov- 
ernments of Spain and England it is 
practically certain that Spain at the 
coming Hague conference, will follow 
closely in the wake of England. In- 
deed, it is possible that she may ad- 
vance tentatively the propositions 
which England may not care for the 
moment to openly espouse. The ap- 
pointment of Senor Villa Qretia, the 
Spanish ambassador io London and un 
enthusiastic Anglophile, as chief plen- 
ipotentiary, i.s considered conclusive on 
this point. For instance, it is certain 
Spain is following, with England in 
the lead, to oppose tile immunity of 
private property at sea and advance 
the same reasons for her attitude. 
Spain also favors the principle of lim- 
itation of armaments, although at 
present she affirms her right to im- 
prove her own defensive land and sea 
forces on the ground that her present 
armament is really deficient. Her 
present war and navy budget provides 
lor increased expenditure of $50,000,- 
UOU during tin., next eight years, in- 
volving complete reorganization ot 
formications and constructio-n of sev- 
eral new battleships and torpedo de- 
stroyers. Spain may also advance a 
concrete proposition for a maximum 
armament lor each country based 
upon population and territory, colonial 
as well as at home. 

L'pon only one iiuestion is Spain 
likely to be at loggerheuds witli Eng- 
land, the adoption ol the drago doc- 
trine. Unlike England, Spain favors 
this principle. Spain will also prob- 
ably favor ill,/ creation of a perma- 
nent tribunal at The Hague, composed 
of eminent international jurists, who 
will inspire the confidence of disput- 
ants as being above national poli- 
tical prejudice. 

Portugal's position at The Hague 
can be easily summarized. The •dele- 
gates will probably support the Kng- 
llsh position at every point, for in 
foreign polities Portugal is now prac- 
tically n political dependency of the 
British government. 

Vienna. June II. — The altitude of 
Austro- Hungary at the coming Hague 
conference will be substantially simi-

A fishing project for tin purpose ot 
competition with I he British i lolumbla 
salmon in the British and European 
salmon market has been launched by n 
British and Japanese company, accord- 
ing to advices received hero yesterday 
morning by tho steamer Tosa Maru 
of the Nippon Yusen Kalsha line. Tin 
steamers Zenobla and Zephyrus of 
Messrs, Turner, Brlghtman & Co., 
have been secured and fitted through- 
out with refrigerating apparatus and 
cold storage chambers, and will bu 
despatched to the Okhotsch sea to 
carry fresh salmon from Siberian 
waters to London. An experimental 
cargo has been carried from the Amur 
river to Riga .and Hamburg, where 
the fish had a ready sale. Investi- 
gation has shown thai tho salmon 
taken In Kamchatkan waters is su- 
perior to that <>f the Amur and the new 
arrangement proposes to import regular 
cargo.'.s from these waters. The' sal- 
mon will be frozen and kept In cold 
storage chambers until placed on the 
market.

Without his help 
the ship would never succeed in navi- 
gating tho dangerous shoals which 
have lifted in tho past as a barrier 
betwe n the Sea of i Ikhotsk and civi- 
lization.

ship, hut the Zenobla, which owing to 

the sailing with tho approval of the 
Russian government, will he navigated 
tig to the only complete charts 
fishery. 

Heretofore tho salmon fisheries of 
Kamchatha, Saghalien and the Siber- 
ian lit terol have been exploited by both 
Russians ami Japanese with sailing 
vessels, the Japanese using mostly 
small Bchooners similar in size to the 
sealers of tins port. Tho Russians 
have established land depots from 
which shipments of fish have been 
made to Vladivostok and these, dis- 
tributed by the Siberian railway or the 
steamers running to Odessa.
